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Board  Okays  $71  Million 
Budget,  Dedicates  Wing 


RICHMOND,  Va.  (BP)  —  Southern 
Baptists’  efforts  to  accelerate  Bold 
Mission  Thrust  worldwide  begsn  to 
take  reaHstic  shape  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board. 

In  a  crowded  three-day  schedule,  the 
board  approved  4&  new  missionaries  to 
set  a  new  mark  for  missionary  ap¬ 
pointments  in  a  single  year,  approved 
a  record  |71  million  budget  and  dedi¬ 
cated  a  new  office  wing  to  handle  the 
increased  flow  of  Southern  Baptist 
missionaries  and  volunteers. 

A  committee  of  IS  board  members 
was  named  to  begin  seeking  a  succes¬ 
sor  to  Baker  J.  Cwthen,  who  will  re¬ 
tire  at  the  end  of  1979.  M.  Hunter  Rig¬ 
gins  Jr.  of  Poquoson,  Va.,  will  head  the 
search  group,  made  up  of  six  lay  and 
nine  ordain^  persons,  to  find  a  suc- 


current  year.  More  than  III  million 
wiil  pay  for  foreipi  raissioas  operating 
costs  and  fl  million  will  go  for  capital 
allocations.  About  |1.S  million  was  set 
up  in  a  special  contingency  fund  as  a 
protection  in  case  income  should  fall 
below  estimates. 

Because  of  inflation,  the  decline  in 
value  of  the  American  dollar  abroad 
and  the  growing  number  of  mis¬ 
sionaries,  more  tlun  SS  percent  of  the 
budget  is  needed  to  support  the  ml*- 


cessor  for  the  board's  long-time  execu¬ 
tive  direc*~r. 

Other  actions  opened  work  on 
Mauritius,  a  TSlsquare-mile  island  in 
the  Indian  Ocean;  welcomed  the  spon¬ 
sorship  of  the  Baptist  Theological 
Sealing  in  RuschUkon,  Switzeiiand. 
by  Europew  Baptists;  and  honored  13 
retiring  missionaries  with  a  cumula¬ 
tive  total  of  500  years  of  overseas  ser¬ 
vice. 

Throughout  the  meeting,  reputed 
references  were  made  to  Bold  Mission 
Thrust,  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion’s  plan  for  a  dramatic  step-up  in 
proclamation  of  the  gospel  both  at 
home  and  abroad. 

The  1979  foreign  missions  budget  of 
$71,181,429  represents  an  increase  of 
more  tlum  $7.7  million  over  that  of  the 


sionaries  sent  overseas.  An  additional 
three  percent  is  earmarked  for  mis¬ 
sionary  housing  abroad  under  the  cap¬ 
ital  ne^  section. 

Both  reminiscences  and  aggressive

there  was  no  sacrifice  since  “they  all  gave  of  their  wealth,  whether  a  tip  or  a 
tithe,  but  with  no  real  sacrifice  required  to  make  the  gift. 

In  his  traveling  sermon  Jesus  spoke  of  what  we  do  as  Christians  and  its 
influence  on  others.  “Even  so  let  your  light  shine  before  men;  that  they  may  see 
your  good  works,  and  glorify  your  Father  who  is  in  heaven”  (Matt.  5:  lO. 

Because  of  a  misinterpretation  of  the  scriptures  some  Christians  have  never 
known  that  other  Christians  give  sacriftcially  for  their  faith.  In  one  church  a  fine 
layman  gave  over  $S50  weekly  to  the  church  budget .  In  this  same  church  over  SCO 
families,  most  of  them  giving  nothing,  gave  below  the  tithe  of  the  recognized 
poverty  levd  income.  Most  of  these  peo^  never  dreamed  that  less  than  300  of 
700  fairies  gave  almost  W  percent  of  the  budget  mcome  of  that  church. 

Our  giving  to  God  in  worship  should  be  brought  out  from  behind  the  shroud  of 
secrecy,  and  committed  (Christians  should  begin  to  give  a  clear  witness  of  their 
faith  to  their  fellow  church  members  by  openly  witnessing  their  commitment  in 
giving!

Although  virtually  all  Baptists  from 
the  ITth  century  to  the  present  have 
advocated  universal  religious  free¬ 
dom.  Baptists  have  been  less  than 
unanimous  in  advocating  the  institu¬ 
tional  separation  of  church  and  state, 
and  today  numerous  Baptists  live  in 
nations  that  do  not  have  separation. 
Furthermore,  leaders  among  British 
Baptists  during  recent  years  have  re- 
gi^red  their  reluctance  to  espouse 
the  disestablishment  of  the  Church  of 
EIngland  lest  such  a  move  should  ac¬ 
celerate  the  secularization  of  that  na¬ 
tion. 

Church-state  separation  is  a  part  of 
the  legacy  of  the  United  States  to  the 
modern  world.  It  is  true  that  certain 
Latin  American  nations.  Australia, 
post-World  War  II  Japan,  and  various 
African  nations  provide  significant 
models  of  church-state  separation  to¬ 
day.  But  with  the  Bill  of  Rights  ( 1791 ) 
this  nation  began  to  offer  a  unique 
model  of  the  non-establishment  of  re¬ 
ligion  together  with  the  “benevolent 
neutrality"  of  government  toward  all 
religious  bodies.  Such  “benevolent 
neutrality”  during  the  20th  century 
has  stood  in  marked  contrast  to  the 
hostility  to  theistic  religion  inherent  in 
the  constitutional  church-state  sep¬ 
aration  prevailing  in  the  U.S.S.R.  and 
Eastern  Europe. 

The  term  “separation”  was  derived 
from  Thomas  Jefferson's  metaphor, 
“wall  of  separation,”  used  whM  he 
wrote  to  the  Danbury  Baptist  Associa¬ 
tion  in  1802.  The  U.  S.  Supreme  Court  in 
Everaon  p.  Board  of  Education  of 
Ewing  Township  (1947)  quoted  with 
approval  and  interpreted  Jefferson's 
metaphor.

The  top  growth  rates  include  Sunday 
School  enrollment,  up  189  percent 
from  35,518  to  94,902.  Baptist  churches 
related  to  the  service  of  missionaries 
in  the  area  more  than  doubled,  in¬ 
creasing  from  544  to  1,120,  as  did 
church  membership  from  52,730  to 
109,802,  and  mission  (mints  from  507  to 
1,223.

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP)  —  Total 
giving  by  Southern  Baptists  on  the  nn- 
tional  level  topped  $100  million  for  the 
first  time  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Qm- 
venUon's  US-year  hiatary,  according 
to  ‘a  report  at  the  end  of  the  1(77-7S 
fiscal  year. 

That  figure  —  (IM,3M,123  —  in 
eludes  both  undesi^M  giving  to  the 
SBCs  national  (Cooperative  Program 
unified  budget  for  ongoing  work  of  the 
denomination  around  the  world  and 
designated  giving,  mainly  contribu¬ 


tions  to  the  SBC's  home  and  foreign 
missioo  offerings. 

Undesignated  contributions  through 
the  Cooperative  Program  totaled 
tS7,4U,3M.  a  tS.4n,934  or  10.»  per¬ 
cent  increase  over  the  1S7S-77  fiscM 
year.  It  exceeded  the  1977-78  basic 
operating  and  capital  needs  budgets  of 
SBC  agencies  by  t2.3».384.  which  wiU 
be  used  for  unmet  Bold  Mission  Thrust 
needs.  But  it  feU  (5.M1,S1(  under  the 
total  MS.tW.OOO  goal,  which  includes 
$SS,(MO,OW  for  basic  operating  and 


capital  needs  and  t8J>0,IM  in  Bold 
Mission  Thrust  challenge  funds. 

“We  rejoice  that  the  Bold  ’ 
Thrust  challenge  funds  will  provide 
more  than  |>,3M,(M  in  additional 
funds  for  areas  of  desperate  mission 
needs,"  said  Porter  W.  Routh,  eacu- 
tive  secretary-treasurer  of  the  SBC 
Executive  Committee.  The  1(.S(  per¬ 
cent  increase  is  slightly  more  than  the 
inflation  factor,  so  it  will  mean  some 
new  thrust.  We  thank  every  cfaurch 
member,  evoy  pastor,  every  state 
leader  for  their  significant  help." 

Designated  contributions  above  the 
(Cooperative  Program  figure  totaled 
(47,911,740,  which  amounted  to 
(S.tae.lK  or  12.88  percent  more  than 
laid  year’s  total. 

The  total  figure  of  (106,380,123  ex¬ 
ceeded  last  year’s  amount  by 
(10,944,040,  or  11.50  percent. 

September,  1978,  the  final  month  of 
the  fiscal  year,  showed  a  strong  finish, 
with  total  contributioos  of  (6,788,968. 
an  increase  of  (843,978  or  17.07  percent 
over  the  same  month  for  the  previous 
yesu-. 

That  monthly  total  included 
(5,014,016  in  Cooperative  Program 
gifts  (an  11.73  percent  increase)  and 
(774,90  in  designated  gifts  (a  H.4S 
percent  increase  over  (457,338  the  pre¬ 
vious  year).

RICHMOND.  Va.  (BP)  —  Southern 
Baptists  are  being  asked  to  pray  that 
the  Palestine  Liberation  Organization 
srill  not  carry  out  its  threat  of  attacks 
on  Aroericaa  or  western  targets. 

The  call  to  specific  prayer  for  the 
PLO  leaders  was  issued  by  R.  Keith 
Parks,  director  of  the  mission  support 
division  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Foreign  Mission  Board. 

“As  we  continue  to  pray  for  Presi¬ 
dent  Sadat  and  Prime  Minister  Be¬ 
gin,”  Parks  said,  “we  will  want  also  to 
remonber  the  (Christians  in  that  area 
as  well  as  the  missionaries  and  other 
Americans  that  are  living  there." 

Intercessory  prayer.  Parks  noted, 
“may  be  the  most  tmpoitant  thing  that 
can  be  done  to  enable  the  carrying  out 


of  the  (Camp  David  agreements.” 

A  high  ranking  guerrilla  official  of 
the  PLO  was  quoted  as  saying  that  a 
decision  had  been  made  to  strike 
against  the  United  States  and  other 
western  targets  in  reprisal  against 
American  leadership  of  the  (Camp 
David  efforts  for  MiiWe  ECast  peace.

Devotional - 

Lates  For  Living  — 
Fasten  Your  Seat  Belt

It  is  there  for  all  to  see  immediately  upon  entering  a  plane,  the  sign  admonish¬ 
ing  all  passengers:  “Fasten  yourseatbelt."Thereisapurpose  in  seat  belts;  they 
prMect  you  against  the  unexpected.  They  are  intended  for  crisis  situations,  the 

B  situations  that  develop  before  you  have  time  to  think  things 
through. 

All  of  this  adds  up  to  a  kind  of  homey  parable  of  life.  There 
are  times  in  life  when  crises  develop,  when  you  respond  au¬ 
tomatically ,  not  really  having  time  to  think  things  through  and 
balance  one  thing  against  another. 

Somehow,  for  example,  as  a  child  you  gained  from  your 
home  a  sense  of  honesty .  It  bolds  you  fast  whM  a  sudden  event 
occurs.  Someone  hands  you  a  ten  dollar  bill  thinking  it  is  a  one 
dollar  bfll.  You  are  not  tossed  around  by  the  temptation  to 
Street  keep  the  change— you  are  buckled  in  by  a  seat  belt  of  integri¬ 

ty 

There  is  another  angle  to  the  seat  belt  analogy.  Remember  how  the  captain  of 
the  aircraft  comes  on  after  you  are  airborne? 

“Ladies  and  gentlemen,  this  Is  Captain  Smith.  The  seat  belt  sign  has  now 
been  turned  off.  You  may  move  around  as  you  desire.” 

In  other  words,  you  use  your  seat  belts  at  the  proper  time  and  there  are  other 
times  when  you  move  arnind.  Some  principles  hold  in  all  of  life.  On  the  other 
hand,  life  is  not  simply  a  moving  around  tlUng.  There  is  need  for  balance  and 
diacriminatioa  in  it.  Yet  we  can  lose  our  balance  by  not  observing  the  seat  belt 
sign  when  it  is  on  and  by  acting  as  though  there  were  only  moving  around  room  in 
life 

There  is  moving  around  room  within  a  foame  of  reference.  There  arc  times  for 
seat  belts  to  be  fastened;  there  are  times  for  moving  around,  life  takes  off  from 
lomewfaere;  it  always  goes  somewhere,  like  that  airplane  you  were  on.  Re- 
memher?  The  voice  comes  on: 

“Ladies  ^  sentfemen,  Um  Capfain  has  tujme4on  the  seat  belt  stga  We 
srfi'^ni&fiig  oiir  tUI  Miproach  ^  Jadoon."  We’ve  a  past,  we’ve  a 
future.

All  Of  Grace

“If  he  cannot  be  saved,  then  who 
can?”  is  the  question  the  disciples 
asked  Jesus  Christ  when  they  watched 
the  rich  young  ruler  walk  away  from 
Jesus'  invhation.  Jesus’  sorrowful 
reply  about  bow  hard  it  is  for  a  rich 
man  to  enter  the  Kingdom  of  God  star¬ 
tled  the  disciples.  Then  Peter  re¬ 
minded  Jesus  that  he  bad  left  all  to 
follow  Him.  “what  would  be  my  re¬ 
ward?” 

Jesus  said  that  the  Kingdom  of 
Heaven  could  be  compared  to  a  situa¬ 
tion  of  a  landowner  who  hired  people  to 
work  in  his  vineyard  at  different  fimes 
of  the  day .  At  the  end  of  the  day  he  paid 
them  all  the  same  wage.  On  the  sur¬ 
face  the  action  of  the  landowner  was 
unjust,  and  the  anger  of  those  who  had 
woilud  all  day  was  anderslandable. 
But  Jesus  concludes  the  parable  with 
the  truth:  “Thus  will  the  last  be  first 
and  the  first  last.” 

Vlaeyard  Owner 

The  owner  of  the  vineyard  could 
have  had  less  confusion  if  be  had  not 
reversed  the  order  of  employment. 
The  person  who  had  agreed  to  work  all 
day  for  a  penny  could  have  been  paid 
and  dismissed.  Instead  the  owner  cal¬ 
led  the  ones  who  had  worked  only  one 
hour  and  paid  them  a  penny.  Bach  of 
the  other  laborers  was  also  paid  a 
penny .  In  the  story  the  one  who  worked 
all  day  grumbled  and  said  it  was  not 
fair. 

Jesus  told  the  story  to  Illustrate  a 
great  truth  in  regard  to  man’s  service 
to  God.  The  word  “idle”  referring  to 
those  who  were  hired  later  In  the  day 
does  not  mean  lazy  or  loafing.  It  (toes 
mean  worUess.  It  was  not  that  they  did 
not  want  to  work,  but  rather  that  they 
did  not  find  an  opportunity.  The  fact 
that  there  were  stfil  stMidiiM  in  the 
market  place  that  late  in  the  day  ImH- 
cales  th^  wanted  to  work,  ‘"nie  wait¬ 
ing  took  more  coura^  and  interest 
than  working .”  They  were  given  credit 
hot  only  for  the  work  they  did,  but  also 
for  the  work  they  would  have  done  had 
Viey  had  the  opportunity. 

AaOMPrayer 

There  is  an  old  sixteenth-century 
prayer  worth  remembering:  “Teach 
gM  to  loix*' Kd  to  ask  for  any  other 
Reward  save  that  of  knowing  that  we  do 
JMyMB.”  Man  is  to  labor  not  just  to 
a  reward,  but  tbs  reward  will 


be  a  by-product  of  our  labor.  The  re¬ 
ward  will  be  given  by  God  as  He  de¬ 
cides.  It  is  our  task  to  do  our  best  under 
the  circumstances  and  leave  the  re¬ 
wards  to  Him. 

Jesus  concludes  the  parable  of  the 
laborers  by  saying,  “For  many  are 
called,  but  few  are  chosen.”  This 
phrase  was  clearly  understood  by 
those  who  beard  Him  because  it  refer¬ 
red  to  the  ancient  Roman  custom  of 
recruiting  their  armies.  Service  in  the 
army  was  the  highest  honor  which 
could  come  to  one.  The  dream  of  every 
little  boy  was  to  be  chosen.  The  others 
returned  to  their  homes  to  serve  in 
other  ways.  In  the  eyes  of  their 
neighbors,  and  in  their  own  eyes,  they 
were  failures.  But  this  is  not  so  in  the 
Kingdom  of  God.  God  rewards  all  men 
according  to  their  spirit  and  the  state 
of  their  heart.  We  jt^e  each  other  by 
results.  God  judges  by  intentions.

It  is  hard  to  stay  in  a  lesser  pl^  and 
keep  a  sweet  and  humble  spirit  when

The 
family  is  exalted  as  the  divine  unit  of 
society,  and  the  marriage  tie  is  shown 
to  be  a  sacred  relationship  between  the 
sexes.

Marriage  should  not  be  profaned  or 
desecrated  by  any  action  on  the  part  of 
either  partner  to  marriage.  The 
Jewish  people  have  alsrays  had  a  high 
standard  of  home  life,  sind  marriage 
has  been  kept  pure  and  honorable.  TV 
Jewish  wife  enjoyed  and  still  has  a  re¬ 
spect  and  honor  far  above  others,  ex¬ 
cept  the  (Vistian  ideal. 

The  safeguard  of  the  home  and  the 
purity  of  family  life  rests  upon  this 
base.  All  sins  that  precede  marriage  or 
come  within  maniage  which  nullify 
the  sacred  tie  are  condemned  in  this 
conunandment. 

The  commandment  is  like  a  wall 
around  the  home  and  its  true  values.  It 
protects  the  innocent,  the  young,  and 
the  loved  one.  The  enemies  of  the  pure 
life  are  all  around:  seducing  pictures.

But  appetites  can  be¬ 
come  tv  instruments  of  sin  when  un¬ 
restrained.  The  casual  glance,  the 
lustful  gaze,  and  tV  impure  touch  — 
these  are  tV  ways  In  which  a  man  en¬ 
ters  upon  tv  downgrade  to  adultery. 
Temptation  may  come  to  call  all 
healthy-minded  people,  but  when  tV 
suggestion  is  retained  in  mind,  nur¬ 
tured  by  enticement,  and  suggestively 
sought  as  an  experience  In  tV  Imagi¬ 
nation  —  then  this  is  tV  beginning  of 
sin.  Job  said  V  “made  a  covenant  with 
Ms  eyes.” 

Is  there  a  cure?  Yes,  there  is  tv  dis¬ 
cipline  of  purity.  When  our  Lord 
speaks  of  “plucking  out  of  tV  eye  or 
cutting  off  a  hand”  He  has  stated  tV 
principle  for  tV  disciple  to  follow.  To 
V  safe  from  hist  and  to  know  what  love 
Is,  this  is  tv  way  of  discipline  and 
safety  In  tV  moral  life.  Obviously  our 
Lord  is  not  asking  that  physical  ampu¬ 
tation  should  V  carried  out.  The 
rigorous  demand  of  self-denial  Is 
streosed. 

“IV  whole  body . . .  cast  into  hell . . 
.”  arc  arrssting  wirds  from  tv  lips  of 
Jesus.  They  speak  of  drastic  and  im¬ 
mediate  action  as  necessary.  The 
awful  penalty  of  spuming  his  way  Is 
implied  here.  Sin  persisted  in  and 
adultery  indulgod  in  Ming  tv  nemesis 


of  punishment  in  the  body  and  in  tV 
mind.  To  Christ  marriage  is  the  one 
enduring  human  relationship,  to  V 
broken  only  by  fornication  or  death. 
There  is  a  ^ficult  saying,  but  it  is  tV 
ideal,  and  marriage  sho^d  not  V  en¬ 
tered  upon  lightly  or  carelessly,  but 
with  due  regard  for  those  ends  for 
which  it  was  ordained, 
m.  TV  Woman  Taken  la  Adnltery 
(JoV  8:1-11) 

Jesus  was  in  Jerusalem  for  the 
Feast  of  Tabernacles.  While  tVre  He 
was  teaching  and  among  those  that  He 
taught  were  scribes  and  Pharisees. 
TV  scribes  and  Pharisees  wanted  to 
trap  him  into  a  public  mistake.  They 
brought  to  Mm  a  woman  “caught  in 
adultery”  and  publicly  accused  her. 

Acting  like  prosecuting  attorneys, 
tv  scribes  and  Pharisees  demanded  a 
verdict  from  Jesus.  They  cited  tV  Old 
Testament  law  that  adulterers  should 
V  stoned.  TVy  thought  tVy  had  put 
Jesus  In  a  comer,  because  if  He  were 
to  acquit  tV  woman.  He  would  V 
against  tV  law  of  Moses;  should  He 
condemn  Vr  to  death.  He  would  V  en- 
croacMng  on  tV  authority  of  tV  Ro¬ 
mans. 

TV  scribes  and  Pharisees  pressed 
him  for  an  answer,  and  his  answer 
stunned  them  and  exposed  their 
hypocrisy.  He  eluded  tV  carefully  laid 
le^  snare  and  turned  the  tables  on 
tv  woman’s  accusers.  Instead  of  her 
adultery  becoming  the  issue,  their 
moral  conduct  was  tV  focus  of  Ms  re¬ 
sponse. 

Jesus  spoke  to  tV  adulterer  with 
compassion,  and  He  exhorted  her  to 
forsake  her  sin,  without  condoniiM  her 
wrongdoing.  He  upVId  the  sacred 
character  and  binding  authority  of  tV 
seventh  command.  He  neitVr  pro¬ 
nounced  tv  sentence  on  her,  nor  ac¬ 
quitted  her.  Jesus  opened  tV  door  for 
repentance.  By  giving  her  an  oppor- 
tuMty  to  V  converted,  V  did  not  ex¬ 
cuse  tv  sins  of  her  past.  By  saying,  “I 
do  not  condemn  you,”  Jesus  showed 
that  no  one  Is  condemned  to  a  hopeless 
repetition  of  past  patterns  of  disobedi¬ 
ence.  TV  power  of  sin  can  V  broken. 

When  a  person  comes  to  (W,  con- 
feasas  Ms  aln  and  finds  forgiveness, 
tv  past  is  past — even  for  adulterers. 

The  same  peeple  who  can  deny 
others  evarything  are  famous  for  re¬ 
fusing  themselves  nothing.  —  Lai^
